Army Asks for 
4 Billion More 


(Special to the Daily Worker) 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 22.— 


As Mayor F. H. LaGuardia of New 
York, new chief of the Office of 


War Henry L. Stimson declared 
that the army is planning to ask 
for four billion dollars more for 
tanks, planes and heavy equipment. 

Coincident with these acts an ad- 
ministration drive was under way 
to repeal the MNeutrality Act, which 
bars American ships from com- 
merce with nations at war. The 
drive against the Neutrality ~ Act 
gained momentum as Stimson de- 
manded its repeal following hard 
upon Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox's denunciation of the law as 
a “blunder.” 

Stimson called for application of 
the “freedom of the seas” policy, 
which was the policy used by Presi- 
dent Wilson in bringing the U. 8. 
into World War I. Stimson’s dec- 
Jaration is in line with President 
Roosevelt's recent assertion \ JAat 
American warships would be sent 
anywhere in the seven seas. 


OMINOUS MOVES 


President Roosevelt added an 
ominous note to this today in a let- 
ter to Admiral Emory Ss. Land, 
chairman of the Maritime Commis- 
sion, in which he said the U. 8. 
merchant marine would “carry 
through the open waters of the 
seven seas implements that will 
help destroy the menace to free 
people evérywhere.” 

Mayor LaGuardia, here to receive 
his commission as OCD head from 
the President, said that the activi- 
thes of the organization will deal 
with fire protection, health and 
hospital work, highway and street 
clearance, evacuation, feeding and 
housing “in the event of an at- 
tack.” Women, he stressed, would 
bear a large part of the burden of 
work. Children from 14 years old 
and up will also be involved, he de- 
clared. 

‘The OCD expects to muster every 
man, woman and young person in 
the country. The women, LaGuardia 
said, would be placed in uniform: 
With regional headquarters in each 
of the nine army corps areas, the 
OCD will be staffed by about 80 
per cent voluntary workers. 

The additional four billion dollars 
for tanks, planes and heavy equip- 
ment would enable the army to 
equip a force of 4,000,000 men. Stim- 
son further revealed that the army 
is studying new methods of meeting 
blitzkrieg attacks and is also work- 
ing on new offensive methods of 
warfare. -

British Say 


Iraq-Haifa ‘Pipeline Now| 


Periled, New Major 
Battle Seen 


LONDON, May 22 (UP) —A major 
battle for possession of Iraq’s rich 
Mosul oil fields appeared imminent 
tonight following reports that strong 
forces of German air-borne troops, 
bombers and fighter planes have 
taken possession of the Mosul re- 
gion after flying across Syria.’ 

The German f entrenched 
in the Mosul fields are in a position 
unless driven out by British imper- 
ial forces now pushing toward 
Baghdad from the West, to cut the 
fraq-Haifa pipeline providing fuel 
to the British Mediterranean fleet 
and armored forces in the Middle 
Fast. 

The presence_of the Germans in 
the Mosul region was first revealed 
a few days ago-in a Royal Air Force 
commurfique which-said that Brit- 
ish bombers had attacked German 
olanes at Mosul’s airdrome. 

Further bombings were reported 
at Mosul and the authoritative 
Times of Lcndon admitted that “the 
Germans have beaten us in the race 
for Mosul.” 

Their presence in Mosul was cited 
by British military quarters tonight 
as tending to corroborate the al- 
legation of General Georges Ca- 
troux, Free French leader, that 
French Syria had shipped 800 tons 
of munitions into Iraq by way of 
the Aleppo-Mosul railroad. 


BRITISH TO KEEP CONTACT 
WITH IRAQ PRINCE 

LONDON, May 22 (UP). — Indi- 
cating its intention of assisting 
Prince Abdul Illah, ousted Regent 
of Iraq, re-establish himself as 
leader of the government, the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office announced today 
the naming of a special charge 
d'affaires. Gerald De Gaury, who 
will maintain the contact “pending 
resumption of communications be- 
tween the Regent and Sir Kinaham 
Cornwallis, British Minister to 
Iraq. 


IRAQI CLAIM BIG 
BRITISH LOSSES 


BEIRUT, Syria, May 22 (UP). — 
An Iraqi war communique, broad- 
cast today by the Baghdad radio, 
told of “heavy losses” inflicted upon 
the British in heavy fighting in the 
south, presumably in the Basra 
region north of the Persian Gulf. 

Iragi army forces aided by tribes- 
men were said to have attacked 
strong British positions and killed 
many Britons with artillery fire.

EDEN WARNS VICHY 
OF EUROPEAN WAR 

LONDON, May 22 (UP).— Great 
Britain today moved toward open 
war against France, her former ally, 
with a challenge by Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden that Britain's 
armed strength stands ready to at- 


tack if France throws in her lot 


with the Axis. 


The warning was issued as Brit- 
ish authorities expressed conviction 
that the Vichy government “algeady 
has virtually joined the Axis”. and 
reports reached London of a whole- 
sale German penetration of French 
Morocco. 


Eden told the House of Commons 


that Vichy is increasingly lining up 


with Germany and that Britain will 
feel free to attack the Germans in 
unoccupied as well as Nazi-held 
French territories if the Vichy 
regime’s submission to “collabora- 
tion” with Germany aids the Nazi 
war effort. 

British commentators said Eden's 
warning carried the implied threat 
of bombings of French industries, 
already said to be turning out tanks 
and planes for the Germans, and 
perhaps a new naval attack on the 
French fleet in the Mediterranean.

It is estimated that 90 per cent 
of the government war orders in 
this state have gone to firms which 
mcoke a principle of refusing to em- 
ploy Negroes. These firms and 
thousands of otters send their re- 
quests for workers to the state em- 
ployment offices daily specifying 
“whites only.” The job placements 

‘made by private employment figen- 
cies are even more heavily jim- 
crow in character. 

That the proportion of Negroes 
on relief in this state is steadily 
rising was admitted recently by 
Leo M. Lyons, Chicago relief com- 

“yons told a hearing 
on jobs for Negroes that “white 
persons are more likely to be 
Placed in job opportunities than 
Negroes.” ‘* 

It is estimated that Negroes com- 
Prise fully 50 per cent of the gen- 
eral relief rolls in cago. This 
would indicate 175,000 Negroes de- 
pendent on the five public assist- 
ance , according.to the 
latest bulletin issued by the TIlli- 
nois Emergency Relief Commission. 

Officials of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Labor indicated “that no 
effort was being made to cope with 
the question of job discrimination. 
This agency does not even make 
any. breakdown. of employfnent 
figures for Negro and white work- 
ers 


One state official declared that 
“the attitude of employers I've 
talked to is, ‘I'm running this busi- 
ness and I'll hire Negroes where 
and when I want to’.” 

However, it is evident that cer- 
tain goternment quarters have be- 
come suddenly concerned about the 
long-stancing problem of job dis- 
crimination. But this .has gone 
only to the extent that hollow pro- 
nouncements have been issued by 
the National Defense Advisory 
Commission and other war bureaus 
in an effort to absolve the admin- 
istration from any official tie-up 
with the jim-crow policy.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., May 22—Vigor- 


ously condemhing the administra- 
tion’s drive to war, the annual 
spring conference of the American 
Youth. Council of St. Louis last 
weekend launched a campaign for 
petitions to Roosevelt demanding 
that America be “taken out and 
kept out of a war that is not being 
fought for democracy.” 

The St. Louis petition campaign 
is part cf a nation-wide drive con- 
ducted by the American Youth 
Congress. 

The St. Louis conference, attended 
by 125 young persons representing | 
5.000, adop a resolution demand- 
ing of the government that it adopt 
immediately a “democratic foreign 
policy based on a policy of extend- 
ing democracy here and now in the 
United States.” 
for immediate passage of the anti- 
poll tax bill, the anti-lynch law, the 
Marcantonio bill to outlaw discrimi- 
nation in industries holding govern- 
ment contracts, the American 
Youth Act.

The Department of Welfare’s 
reason for having the receiver of 
relief watch himself is that he may 
be able immediately to notify the 
relief bureau of “any change in his 
circumstances affecting his eligi- 
bility for the amount of assistance 
he is receiving.” 

There's little that’s new in that 


PURGING THE ROLLS 


There is something decided'y 
new, however, in the way the hom: 
relief bureau now goes about pure- 
ing the relief rolls. This new pro- 
cedure is called “reapplication.” 

Here is the way it works. 

Every three months the receiver 
of home relief will get an applic.- 
tion blank from his relief bure2. 
With this blank there is a form 
letter. It is mimeographe! an. 
looks like a cheap circular or an 
impersonal leaflet of some sort. B)' 
let the recipient make the mistake 
of taking it for a circular or a 


leaflet and “forgetting” about it! 


The letter tells the relief client 
that it is important for him to in- 
form the Department of Welfare 
immediately “whether any ~ember 
of your household has obtained 


employment or an increase in earn- | 


ings, or if any relative may be in 
a position to help you.” If you 
are not in ned of continued help. 


‘you must so declare. at once. 


“If you are still in need of the 
assistance you are receiving from 
the Department, you are asked to 
return the enclosed application 
blank.” This blank is a “legal d2cu- 
ment” requiring most careful read- 


ing and most painstaking filling * 


out. It must be gigned by every 
member of the family above the 
age of 18. 


RELIEF RUSE 


“If you do wish contirued assist-, 
ance,” the form letter reads, “the 
application blank must be mailed 
back to the District Office by” such 
and such a date. “Relief will be 
continued. on the basis of the state- 
ment you have-returned.” 

The letter concludes that if the 
receiver of home relief does no‘ 
send in his emplicetion blank, fill- 
ed out and signed, by such ard 
such a date, “we will assume that 
you have made your own arrange- 
ments for future self-support,: and 
relief will be withdrawn.”

The delegates broke into a dem- 
onstration at Addes’ denunciation 
of warmongering acts suth as con- 
voys, showing the anti- war spirit 
prevailing among delegates and 
which only needed the militant 
spark of his speech to set it off. 

Addes in his speech traced the 
great forward march of labor in 
this period, exemplified he said, by 
the great organizational campaign 
at. Ford's. 


CELEBRATE FORD VICTORY 


He predicted a big victory for 
the UAW-CIO in today’s NLRB 
poll. The delegates eagerly awaitd 
the results with everything pre- 
pared for a town-wide celebration 
here. 

The workers today, said Addes, 
just as in 1937, are moving in thou- 
sands, joining labor unions, fight- 
ing and struggling for better hous- 
ing, higher wages, for real job se- 
curity.

The Journal of Commerce for example, 
in commenting on the estimated $200,000,- 
000 increase asked by the operating unions, 
smugly reassures its Wall Street readers:
